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HAWKS TAKEN TO PSYCHO- 
PATHIC WARD. 


New York, Dec. 18.—Wells Hawks, 
for years a well-known figure in the 
theatrical world, was removed to the 
psychopathic ward in Bellevue Hos- 


pital on Sunday night after he had 
attracted a crowd by throwing his 
clothes out of the window of his 


room in the Marlborough Hotel. Mr. 
Hawks had registered at the hotel 
earlier in the day, but made no dem- 
enstration until night. The police 
were called, and they took him to 
Bellevue. 

Some time ago tentativ arrange- 
ments, which evidently did not ma- 
terialize, were made by friends of Mr. 
Hawks to find him a home in the 
country, where he could do literary 
work. At that time it was suggested 
that a corporation be formed to mar- 
ket his literary productions. 

In additien to story-writing and 
newspaper work, Mr. Hawks has been 
general press representativ for large 
theatrical interests, such as those of 
Charles Frohman, and has also been 
connected with the large circuses. 


THE LAMBS CONTINUE TO FIGHT. 


New York, Dec. 19.—Despite the 
fact that they have failed twice to 
convince the courts that they alone 
are entitled to use the words of “All- 
Star Gambol,” the Lambs Club yes- 
terday filed notice in the Supreme 
Court that it will carry the case to 
the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court and then to the Court of 
Appeals, if mecessary, to prevent 
Marie Dressler from using the cap-- 
tion for a musical melange she offered 
last spring as Marie Dressler’s All- 
Star Gambol. Both Justice Platzek 
and Cohalan in the Supreme Court 
refused to issue an injunction re- 
straining Miss Dressler from using 
the rights of the words, All-Star 
Gambol. 


FORMER MANAGER SUICIDES. 


Cleveland, Deo. 18.—George M. 
Todd, who formerly managed the Ly- 
eeum and Prospect Theaters here, 
ended his life last Sunday night in a 
dramatic manner in Morenci, Mich., 
his old home. Going to the cemetery 
he knelt beside the grave of his little 
son, drank a bottle of carbolic acid 
and shot himself in the head. 

Todd was a brother-in-law of E. 
D. Stair. He had had domestic 
troubles. He and his wife were sep- 
arated. Todd's friends in this city de-- 
clare that worry over this trouble 
caused him to commit suicide.

Unique Stunt To Be Pulled at San An- 


tonio, 


Texas ! 


EIGHT HUNDRED INVITATIONS ISSUED 


Almost Entirely Restricted to Tent Show Tribes- 
men, Circus Folks, Carnivalites, Conces- 
sioners and Wild Westerners 


We don’t know who is entitled to 
the credit for it, but it is all right. 
The San Antonio Express hands it to 
Mrs. Percy Tyrrell, wife of the pro- 
prietor and manager of the Gunter 
Hotel at San Antonio, for originating 
the novel idea, but she did not think 
of it first, no matter how much she 
may have aided and abetted it after 
it was broacht. Neither are we dis- 
posed to give Mr. Tyrrell fame for 
first blasting it out in thought. The 
idea was born in the mind of a show- 
man, sure, but which deponent sayeth 
not. 

It will be a great gathering. Eight 
hundred invitations have been sent 
to showmen, asking them to be on 
hand Christmas Day to participate 
in the Yule festivities, which are be- 
ing arranged with ail the lavishness 
and prodigality for which the show- 
man is known. 


In addition to the regular tree and 
the festivities it will arouse, will be 
an annual Christmas tree celebration 
and banquet for the showmen of the 
country who are spending the winter 
in San Antonio. 


It is not supposed, of course, very 
many of the outsiders, especially 
those who are at their own homes, 
can attend, but there are several hun- 
dred members of show companies in 
San Antonio for the holidays. It is 
counted as a certainty by Manning 
B. Pletz, chairman of the invitation 
committee, and who has charge of 
arrangements for both the Christmas 
tree and the showmen’s dinner, that 
at least 200 plates will be necessary 
to take care of those who desire to 
be part of the celebration. 

Mr. Pletz had charge of the Made- 
in-San Antonio Show recently given 
there and is a veteran manager of 
such affairs as this latest enterprise. 
He ts assisted by his brother, J. Fred 
Pletz, and by showmen generally. 


Massiv Christmas Tree. 


Mrs. Tyrrell has given Mr. Pletz 
carte blanche to make a splendid 
success of the whole affair. The 
Christmas tree, which is expected to 
be opened to all who have an inter- 
est in it about 16 o'clock Christmas 
morning, will stand on a pedestal in 
the center of the hotel lobby. The 
tree itself is thirty feet in length, and 
when it is placed on its base the top- 


most boughs will rise above the level 
of the second floor. 

There will be a “real, live Santa 
Claus” for the delectation of the 
youngsters, and every furnishing will 
pe attacht with an eye single to en- 
chanting effect. Two hundred and 
fifty colored lights will add to the 
beauty of the scene, and there will be 
used in decorating the tree and its 
fastenings, 6,000 feet of red festoon- 
ing, 1,800 feet of silver tinsel and 500 
ornaments, every one pretty and 
made to fit in a particular place. 

Usefulness of the tree may be 
judged from the fact there will be 
more than 700 presents tuckt away 
among its green foliage. Are lights 
above the lobby floor will be just as 
gayly festooned as will the _ tree. 
These have been named by Mr. Pletz 
“fairy lamps.” Above and from the 
glass roof above the lobby there will 
be blowers spreading snow over 
Santa Claus and his surroundings, 
the whole thing being so realistic as 
to bring delighted gasps from chil- 
dren who have been told what is be- 
ing done for their amusement. It 
will be glad for hotel employes, too, 
for every person on the payroll will 
be remembered. 


In addition to the tree, the decora- 
tions and “Ole Santy,” there will be 
a Punch and Judy shew, trained mon- 
keys from one show wintering here 
and trained parrots from another 
and a trained pony from another. All 
will be made to perform for the en- 
tertainment of the children and their 
elders as well. 


The dinner for the showmen will 
be in the banquet hall, and all the 
hotel will wear holiday garb. In the 
main dining room there will be a 
Christmas bell, ten feet tall, and it 
will be decorated with holly and 
smilax. Over the doorway leading 
from the main dining room to the 
banquet hall will be the season’s 
greetings done in colors and adorned 
with appropriate flowers. The or- 
chestra that will make music thru- 
out the day will be fairly hidden be- 
hind tlowers and festooning.

Editor The Billboard—Being the original pro 
poser of a national theatrical sanatorium for 
the care and treatment of show folks afflicted 
with tuberculosis, I wish to put before every 
member of the profession a few questions and 
answers to which I invite criticism or sugges- 
tions. 


A—lIs it to your interest to fortify yourselves 
against the ravages of this dread disease? Is 
it not also your honest duty to eare for the 
anfortunate brother performer who has fallen 
on the battlefield a victim? 


B—What is being done at present to care 
for the members of the profession thus efflicted? 
The Red Cross Society is invading Old Mexico 
in the cause of humanity, to care for gangs of 
bloodthirsty bandits, while here, in the civilized 
United States, hundreds of your brother and 
sister professionals, suffering with consumption, 
lie sick, destitute and neglected, and absolutely 
nothing—understand me _ correctly—nothing is 
being done to care for them. Do not be misled 
by the claim of certain organized charity (7) as- 
sociations. I have appealed to officials of these in 
vain for assistance, and I am a performer afflict- 
ed with tuberculosis. These commissioned agents 
of organized charity have either ignored my 
letters, or sent ineulting answers. I am not 
censuring the profession for their lack of gen- 
erosity, for I know that, as a class, they have 
done more to contribute to every benefit for 
earthquake sufferers, floods, etc., than any 
class or organization in America. The majority 
of the members of the profession have never 
become acquainted with the actual facts of the 
case, and itis for this reason I make these state 
ments and offer this subject for your considera- 
tion. 

C—What are the proper steps te take toward 
the solution of this problem? As it is a well- 


known fact that a sanatorium, located ip & 
favorable climate and with comfortable § ac- 
comodations and suitable equipment for the cace 
of the sick, is the proper place for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, {it therefore seems to 
me that we should strive to procure such a 
place. 

D—How, then, can we obtain a sanatorium? 
Thru the efforts of myself and several others 
we have been able to induce the management 
of a well-known sanatorium In New Mexico to 
offer the institution to the profession; not as a 
filanthropic gift, tut as a business proposition, 
All that the management asks is that those that 
can afford to pay for treatment will patronize 
the institution. They will also conduct a free 
or charity ward and care for a number of in 
digent consumptivs—this ward to be maintained 
by benefit performances, subscriptions, ete., fu 
which we will need the co-operation of man 
ager and artist. 

E—Ary you willing to lend a help for this 
worthy cause? If it is the ambition of the 
profession to own this institution and operare 
it according to their own ideas, they will in- 
corporate under the laws of New Mexico and 
will sell stock to those who may desire to make 
this National Theatrical Sanatorium a success. 
There is no qvestion but what this institution 
with your help-and mine, could be made self- 
supporting and pay dividends to the stockhold- 
ers. But, “‘to have and to hold’’ this home 
for the afflicted thespian, we must all do our 
part.

MADDOX RESIGNS 


Chairman of the Ohio Censor Board Gives Up 
Position To Accept Management of 
New Columbus Theater 


Columbus, 0., Dec. 20.—James A. Maddox, 
chairman of the Ohio Board of Motion Picture 
Censors, has tendered his resignation to the 
State Utilities Board, to take effect January 10. 

This action on the part of Mr. Maddox comes 
as a surprise to the many who do not fully 
apprehend the situation, but to Jimmie’s cob 
leagues and associates, who understand the con- 
ditions under which he was forct to work, bis 
resignation is lookt upon as a matter of course. 
Maddox leaves the board with the best wishes 
of all with whom he has come in contact during 
his recent activities. When it is understood that 
during the ninety days in which he served, more 
than 7,000 reels of films were censored by him, 
a faint idea may be formed of the terrible strain 
under which he has been laboring. Not only has 
he been practically carrying the entire responsi- 
bility of the censor beard (due to the illness of 
Ht. E. Vestal, another member of the board, and 
the misdirected efforts of Mrs. Mary Mande 
Miller), but of the 7,000 pictures reviewed by 
him, he has issued the certificates, collected the 
money due for censoring, and kept track of all 
these pictures. When Mr. Maddox was first sent 
to Cleveland, he went without instructions; he 
had not even the services of a stenografer, and 
every step he made was aecording to his own 
judgment. That he discharged his duty, none 
will question, and that he is as capable a censor 
as any human being could be, all who know him 
and appreciate his knowledge of the film business 
will attest. 

Mr. Maddox's resignation explains his lack 
of faith in the board, and his belief that it will 
be short-lived. In giving up the position he 
tacitly testifies his conviction that the outcome 
of the case of the Mutual Film Corporation 
versus the Ohio State Censor Board will be the 
declaration of the courts that the censor bill 
is unconstitutional. The case was to have been 
tried on December 15, but was postponed until 
January 10, when it will be presented to the 
judges for their decision. 

While the probability 1s that the bill will be 
declared unconstitutional, the case will without 
doubt be carried to the Supreme Court. If this 
is done it will be months, perhaps years, be- 
fore the question {is settled. [In the interim 
the temporary infjonction granted wtll without 


doubt restrain the censor board from activ work. 

In line with Mr. Maddox's resignation comes 
the report that H. E. Vestal is also disgusted. 
A newspaper repert sent from Columbus Sat- 
urday, December 20, states that the resignation 
of Mr. Vestal is expected, but all attempts on 
the part of The Billboard made Sunday to se- 
cure an affirmation or denial of this were futile. 
In case Mr. Vestal resigns, there will be but 
one remaining member, Mrs. Miller. 

While no definite information has been obtain- 
able as to who would succeed Mr. Maddox, a 
number of persons in Columbus mention Fred A. 
Bott, a promineat Cincinnati exhibitor, and 
personal friend of Governor James M. Cox. 
When askt by The Billboard representativ Sat 
utday whether or not he would serve if re- 
quested, Mr. Bott stated that he had not heard 
of Mr. Maddox’s resignation. When the Censor 
Bill was made a law Mr. Bott's application was 
among those submitted to the Governor for 
consideration, and at that time he was con- 
sidered by his friends to be a sure winner. 
Whether or not his failure to secure the ap- 
pointment then will have any effect upon his 
decision now remains to be seen. 

Mr. Maddox will have the management of 
the new Majestic Theater, a magnificent new 
theater situated on High street, Columbus, op 
posite the State House. 


COLUMBUS PICTURE PALACE TO OPEN. 

Columbus, 0., Dec. 20.—The Majestic Theater 
will open on January 15. With the opening of 
this theater the motion picture houses will se 
one that will be the pacemaker of anything 
west of the Allegheny Mountains. 

When completed the theater will represent an 
outlay of $100,000 and will represent the iatest 
ideas in arrangement and art in everything that 
goes to make a first-class theater. While it 
will be devoted to motion pictures exclusivly, 
it is built to take care of attractions of the 
largest caliber should the management decide 
to change to the legitimate at a later date.

MORGAS LITIGATION ENDED.

Universal-Morgan Controversy Stilled by Pur- 
chase for $40,000. 


Kansas (Cit§, Mo., Dec. 18.—The litigation 
which was cipitated last January, between 
the Universaly Film Mfg. Co. and the Johs 
Morgan Film Exchange here, was teday wiped 
off the boards, when Jacob Schechter, legal 
counsel retained by the Universal Oe., together 
with District pianager Geo. A. Magie, made a 
settlement of $40,000 with J. W. Morgan, te 
cover in full the purehase of 2,223 reels of 
film and all the accompanying posters. The 
controversy has covered eleven months’ dura, 
tion, six months having transpired since the 
mandamus was, brought. This meang that John 
Morgan still retains his fixtures and offices, 
as well as aqpite a few thousand reels of posi- 
tivs, which he owned prior to entering the 
complicating agreement, which caused the lee!

EXHIBITORS AND EXCHANGE QUARREL. 


San Francisco, Dec. 15.—Just et the present 
time there seems to be considerable dissatisfac- 
tion among the members of the California 
League of M. P. Exhibitors, due principatiy to 
the three reels for five cents and five reets for 
ten cents agreement, which was put Into effect 
some time ago and supposed to be rigidly fol- 
lowed by the members ef the league. It now 
appears that several of the exhibitors who 
charge @ five-cent admission have been running 
more than three reels. The exchanges got to- 
gether and agreed not to furnish more than 
three-reel service to the exhibitors charging a 5- 
cent admission and five-reel service to the ex- 
hibitors charging ten cents. Later it developed 
that some of the exhibiters, or at least in one 
instance, an exhibitor who was taking three- 
reel service from the Golden Gate Film Ex- 
change was securing an additional reel from 
what they termed an outlaw exchaage, thus 
running four reels for five cents instead of 
three, as agreed upon. The M. P. Exhibitors’ 
League went to the Golden Gate Film Exchange 
and demanded that they cance: this exhibitor’s 
service. Leon Netter, of the Golden Gate Ex- 
change, promptly said be would not do it, and 
suggested that the league stop the outlaw ex- 
change from supplying the additiona! reel. For 
some reason or other the league would not do 
this, and tbe result is that there ts a bitter 
feeling between the league and the Golden Gate 
Film Exchange, which bas come out aad an- 
nounct openly that it will supply any ex- 
hibitor with as many reels 2s he wants, pro- 
viding he tg ableo pay for his service prompt- 
ly. Several of the local exhibitors have exprest 
their opinion in favor of Mr. Netter’s attitade 
and some have even gone so far as to state that 
they will form another association independent 
of the league.

In looking back over the field of 
literature we find many self-consti- 
tuted censors. 

These are mainly the superintend- 
nts of our great libraries. 

Sometimes the superintendent is 
14ided and abetted by the library’s 
book committee and thereby a censor 
board is created. 

Put censors or censor boards, they 
all prove equally fallible. 

“Fools rush in where angels fear to 
tread,”” is the verdict one is forced to 
render after a review of the accom- 
plishments of these literary expurga- 
tors. 


We find among the books once so 
barred Jane Eyre. In what esteem is 
the judgment of the censors who 
barred it now held think you? 

Adam Bede had the ban placed upon 
it by a punk lot of pin heads. 

So did Anna Karenna and The Scar- 
let Letter and Resurrection and The 
Kreutzer Sonata. 


Suppose the dolts who attempted to 
suppress these works had succeeded, 
and that they had been lost to the 
world, would it not have been a very 
great-—a well nigh irreparable loss? 

And the librarians who perpetrated 
those heinous rulings were fairly well 
read, cultured and fair-minded men. 
They doubtless averaged high. 

Suppose that they had been legally 
constituted censors and clothed with 
absolute authority from which there 
Was no appeal; then try and realize 
that in such event Huckleberry Finn 
and Uncle Tom’s Cabin would have 
been burned in the mss. 


Then, in imagination go a little 
further and put upon your censor 
board a majority of Roman Catholic 
prelates, 

For the ensuing damage to the 
world’s great literature in such a con- 
tingency you have only to turn to “The 
Index” and gasp. 


Legalized censorship of moving pic- 
tures is a very dangerous expedient, 
dangerous because it strikes at the 
priceless prerogativ of a free people 
who now enjoy the right of judging 
for themselves what they shall read, 
hear, see and believe. 

It is not unduly far-fetched to pre- 
dict that if the law creating the Ohio 
Censor Board is sustained it may prove 
a national calamity. 


“Don't shoot the pianoist,” 
“he’s doing the best he can.” 
The world is wide and morals even 


it read, 


wider. What three persons shall say 
definitely and with decision, what is 
moral and what is not? 


Mind you we use the word moral— 
not decent. 
When all is said and done morality 


is largely a matter of belief, convic- 
tion and doctrine. Decency is a mat- 
ter of fact and the police are fully 
competent to cope with facts.

England is ahead of us in honoring 
its actors, perhaps, for the reason that 
in the bestowal of titles she has a con- 
venient means of recognizing the de- 
serts of those who exemplify the 
best traditions of the stage. America 
can do little more in the way of re- 
warding their efforts than confer pop- 
ular approval upon them. Booth, 
Mansfield and others have been as 
worthy of distinction as Sir Henry 
Irving or Sir Johnston-Forbes-Robert- 
son, but public applause and a good 
share of wealth from box-office re- 
ceipts have been practically their only 
recompense. The honorary educational 
degree is, however, open to bestowal 
upon such as have been conspicuously 
identified with the intellectual life of 
the stage.

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LONDON NEWS LETTER 


London, Dec. 38.—The London Opera House is 
on the rocks once sore, ‘Lhe doors closed sud- 
denly after the evening performance last Satur- 
day and the official statement issued was to 
the effect that the lack of public support left 
the directors no alternativ but to close the 
theater. A receiver has been appointed and 
we are ali wondering who is to be the next 
brave person to take over London's most mag- 
aiticeat house of entertainment. 

Oscar Hamwerstein built it to teach London- 
ers bow to apprec.ate grand opera, tut lon 
doners turned a deaf ear and Oscar dropt a 
fortune. Then the London Opera House Co. 
was formed consisting of a well known English 
buntsman, A. Stanley, Clement Hobson, 
Fernand Akvun, with Ben Nathan as general 
manager. The house opened on December 26, 
1912, with a variety program, a fairy spectacle, 
and cinema. The ‘pictures were expecied to be 
a big hit because they were projected from the 
back of the stage and not right across the 
audience as the custom Is bere, and furthermore, 
no picture was less than forty feet square. 
Another failure supervened and Akoun returned 
to Paris. 

Then B, Nathan sent an emissary to America 
who there gathered together materia) for the

acts and its name is Les Deux Canards (The 
Two Ducks, literally, but since the title, as we 
shall see I.ter on, reserves a surprise, The Wo 
Canards Is a better translation). 

The story bas nothing to do with our web- 
footed friends. for the two canards are two 
newspapers, edited in a provincial city for po- 
litical campaign purposes. One is ‘‘The Search- 
light’’ (Le Vhare), a socialist sheet, and favors 
the candidature of a printer namd Bejun. ‘The 
other is ‘“‘The Torch’ (La Torche) and backs 
the ultra-conservativ Baron de Saint-Amour. 
However, both “‘rags’’ are secretly edited by 
the same person, the young and handsome Paris- 
fan who signs himself in “The Searchlight’ 
as Gelidon and in the aristoerate ‘*The Horch” 
as Montillac. As Gelidon he lamtasts Montillae 
up the sapling and down the pine and treats all 
that Montillac, and h’s high-toned friends, stand 
for to the harshest names, but as Montillac. 
gets back at G.lidon in stinging, if more dig- 
nified, frases. 

So chverly does the young man manage his 
campaign that he remains undiscovered thru a 
couple of acts and part of the third gnd last, 
carrying on an affair with the gushing wife 
of th printer. FPejun (ae Gelidon). and (as 
Montiilac) waking big headway in his suit for

The 
low rai:road rates on the Sante Fe and South- 
ern Pacific lines wiil induce many a San Fran- 
cisco visitor to our Mest tropical Pacitic port. 
Then, tov, those making the excursion by steam- 
er thru the Panama Cana) wil unduubtediy 
acquaint themselves first with San Diego and 
its Bxposition. Thus it is that Los An.eles 
and iniand Denver are assuming the character 
ot a “dark borse’’ likely at any time to spring 
a surprise to Le pulied off in 1915. 

Be this as it may, the director-general of the 
San Diego Fair, H. O. Davis, deserves credit for 
the pumerous agricuitural, industrial and marine 
exhibit buiidings already completed and prac- 
tically ready tor occupation, a year and a 
quarter in advance.

THE LEAGUE IN ARIZONA. 


Arizona has and hasn't a State Exhibitors’ 
League. That may sound fonmy, bat its true. 
The situation there ts this: The state is 
almost altogether arid, except for a few nat- 
urally watered valleys, and the section around 
Phoenix and Yuma, which were given the ad 
vantages of an irrigation system during the 
Roosevelt administration. Thus, there is pro- 
portionately little land fit for agriculture, and 
towns that might serve for centers of this line 
of livelihood do not as yet exist. 

Mining is, of course, Arizona's chief industry. 
But mining towns are never large. So it is in 
this state. Being so arid, ites plateaus so high 
and its winters so mild, this state possesses 
a valuable asset, which draws to it convales- 


desert land, even Phoenix, the metropolis, has 
‘a bare 22,000 residents. Tucson records some 
19,000 citizens, while Flagstaff and Bisbee are 
the merest of country towns es compared to 
back East. 


A population spread out over a domain the 
size of Arizona that does not equal the city 
of Dayton, 0., Spokane, Washb., or Duluth, 
Minn., for a total, can’t encourage many ex- 
hibitors. Offhand, Arizona has less than fifty 
picture theaters. Im all likelihood it has in 
the low forties. 

The emall total and the big area combine to 
make any such thing as an Arizona M. P. Ex- 
hibitors’ League natuarlly difficult. But this 
obstacle is not insurmountable. Exhibitors stop 
and think. With so smal] a number in each 
district, the most humble law enacted could 
eurtall your success. You need union, and need 
it badly, lest the picture theater become the 
butt of the legislator’s hobby. Such organiza- 
tion, to be unified and powerful, must have 
transpired before the bugle sound. 

Lest April, a movement te form a state 
branch subsidiary te the M. P. B. L. of A., 
was set afoot. Some two Gosen enterprising 
exhibitors convened tm Phoenix, at which time 
Joseph R. Scotti, who contrals twe theaters 
and an airdome at Tucson, and who incidentally 
was the prime «apirit im the calling ef the con- 
vention, was very properly elected to the pres 
idency. The meeting edjourned at that time. 
with the week of the Arisona State Fair 
(November 3-8) in Phoenix as the selection for 
the next gathering. During the intervening 
months, letters were om several occasions cir- 
calat.é emongst fhe prespects, and a call was 
sent out as the time for the second assemblace 
apprecht, but despite the entertainment of- 
fered in connection with the State Fair, only a 
handful of loyal brothers responded te the call. 
This disappointed the activ ones, and the “Ari- 
zona League” still ies dormant. 

Here is a situation that the national organ- 
‘ser can administer remedy to. Arisema needs 
the league. Let's hope they get it. And, by 
the way, Clem Kerr, when attending te Arizons. 
you ean cross the line to the east and erganiz: 
New Mexico, as well as cross the western 
boundary into California, squelch the reca)- 
citrant dement, appease the wrath of those 
who are worthy, but hold dissenting views from 
the main body of the California league, and 
cement and unite the factions into an integral 


whole.

DECIDE AGAINST HAMMERSTEINS. 


New York, Dec. 18.—A final order was filed 
on Monday by Supreme Court Justice Pendie- 
ton in the injunction suit of the Metropolitan 
Opera Company against Oscar and Arthor Ham- 
merstemm, which is even more sweeping than the 
court's decision Indicated. The order restrains 
the Hemmersteins until April 26, 1920, from 
becoming engaged or interested im any way 
whatever im the buainess ef preducing grand 
opera in the cities of New Yerk and Boston. 


BILLYBOY ON THE BATTLEFIELD, 


Oar readers long have known that The Rill- 
board reaches everywhere—South America, Asia. 
Europe, Anstralia and Africa—but it remained 
for a refugee Mexican Federalist to place us 
on the actual field of battle. It transpired thus: 

M. Mejia Borja was a prominent and infiv- 
ential banker In Chihuahua. He is an ardent 
Hoertaist. When Gea. Villa started ont on bis 
victoriong campaign, Boja was one of the 
names that headed the list of proscripts. Realis 
Ing that be was being plotted against, the 
banker fied northward an soon as the retels 
began to consider the necessity of capturing the 
Chihuahua capital. Thes he crossed the Rie 
Grande to El Paso, and being thrifty and 
unused to idleness, bought out the Bureka 
Theater, 

While Juarez, immediately across the border, 
remained in the hands of Huertaists, Borja 
often went over the International Bridge to 
meet the officers, most of whom were bis in- 
timate friends. Thus it was that after his 
last show had been given and his receipts lockt 
ia the mfe on this eventful evening the banker- 


exhibitor bought a copy of The Biltboard to 
read during the time of the car-ride. 

Upon arriving at the officers’ quarters mu- 
tual subjects of interest kept the midnight oi! 
burning until after 1 a.m.,. when suddenly 
the rude shots of the enemy rent the air on 
all sides. 

Grabbing his Billboard, since he had no 
other means of protection on his person, Borja 
stole his way thru the darkness to the Rio 
Grande. Two of Viila’s supporters sighted 
his figure on the horizon end shot several 
volleys at him. 

Lor’ ily the aim was erratic; and with Billy- 
boy tightly clutched in his grasp he forded 
the boundary river and made the American 
shore. 

His Billboard, however, was shredded at the 
top, twe bullets having pierced the rufily folded 
paper amd left some six holes, 

Im commenting later on the escape to his 
brother exhibitors, Mr. Borja referred ad- 
miringly to Old Billyboy, not only as the most 
authentle and fearless fim publication, but also 
as his everlasting mascot.

M P.’B DEVELOP QUICK THINKERS. 


H. B. Aitken, president of the Mutual Film 
Corporation approaches the subject as to what 
effect motion pictures have upon children from 
a rather different angle than used by the ma- 
jority of people who have seen fit to express 
their opinion, either good or bad. 

“Few laymen,’ says Mr. Aitken, “realize the 
amount of material or ‘meat’ that is contained 
in an ordinary fotoplay. For instance, the 
usual four-act drama that furnishes a ful] eve- 
ning’s entertainment in our theaters, is told in 
pictures in a few minutes. This necessitates 
the person watching a moving picture drama to 
think many times faster than one witnessing 
an ordinary drama. Not only do events follow 
each other in rapid succession upon the screen, 
but the mind must, in addition to taking cog- 
nizance of the action presented, also supply the 
thoughts that actuate the movements of the 
different characters ag well es the effects of 
the dramatic situations upon their future be- 
havior. Every scene presented must be closely 
followed and thoroly appreciated at the same 
rate of spred thet it is flasht upon the curtain. 
Gradually the mind of the child picture theater- 
goer is trained to work at a pace that was un- 
known in the ‘precinematografic age,’ and who 
can say to what state of perfection this qual- 
ity of rapid thinking will be developt in the 
coming generation of picture viewers?’’ 

Mr. Aitken further states that the reason why 
the general public was won over to picture going 
only after several years of effort, was due to the 
fact that the aversge brain was not trained 
to grasp enuf of the significance of the dra- 
matic action presented to make the moving 
picture sufficiently interesting.
